Council considers corner clearance, lot coverage, ordinance

The City Council worked its way rather quick¬ 
ly through a six-item agenda at its Tuesday, .Apr. 
10 meeting. Among the items on the agenda were 
consideration of a corner clearance ordinance, a dis¬ 
cussion of Ordinance No. 1066 dealing with lot 
coverage and an update on construction projects 
going on in the city. 

Police Chief Bill Betts stepped to the podium 
and explained to the council that he had conducted 
an extensive study on "problem” corners in the 
city and found only a few that posed safety prob¬ 
lems, but found many that infringed on the technicality 
of the code. His recommendation was that the latter 
be left- alone unless they proved to be a problem. 
Concerning the hazardous corners, he had already 
notified residents of the need to mitigate the prob¬ 
lem. A two-week maximum time period to comply 
was given by Mayor Bruce Crow after which time 
nuissance abatement proceedings would begin. 


Ralph Schroedder and Margaret Buckner step¬ 
ped to the podium and expressed their support for 
enforcement of the code. Both felt that the police 
could be continually checking corners on their 
beats. 

Ordinance No. 1066 was put on first reading 
by title only and a public hearing would be held on 
Apr. 24. The ordinance proposed a maximum lot 
coverage of 40 percent for single story homes and a 
30 percent lot coverage tor two story houses. 
The ordinance further states that if an existing 
single story home that covered more than 30 percent 
of the lot wished to go to two stories, the first 
story must be reduced by the amount it exceeded 
30 percent. The proposed ordinance would he com¬ 
bined with existing setback requirements tor front, 
side and rear yard as well as the newly added 
second story setback.. 

An update was presented by Project Coordina¬ 
tor Steve Jones on the construction projects going 


on in town. A schedule of work dates is available 
at city hall. Cable Channel 36 would also run a day- 
to-day schedule of streets to be worked on and/or 
closed. The council also approved a change order 
request to pave the area around the Canyon Market 
parking lot to coincide with the paving of Woodland 
Drive. 

Mayor Crow commented, "With all the suffer¬ 
ing the people on Woodland have had to put up 
with, we owe them at least that much.” 

A report on the water quality of Sierra Madre, 
as mandated by state law, would be mailed to each 
water customer. .Also to be included would be infor¬ 
mation regarding water conservation. The City 
Council reminded that there is a drought currently 
in California and that every bit of water saved 
helps the conservation effort. 

A weed abatement was passed, as well as 
warrants No. 11243 through 1 1338, totaling 
$315,896.33, and the consent agenda. 


Woodland Dr. residents meet with city, reconstruction begins

"What is the guarantee that the work will he 
done?” demanded one resident at last week’s 
meeting between city officials and residents of 
Woodland Drive. The street, which has been under 
construction since late last fall, has dragged on 
through digging and re-digging to install new water 
mains in that canyon area. 

City Administrator Jim McRea assured that 
"all water work is now complete, with the exception 
of a few minor pipes left on private property. Our 
next step now is to repave the whole street from the 
upper bridge to the lower bridge.” 


The residents listened as City Engineer George 
Zimmerman explained the process that would tear 
up and repave the entire street between the dates ot 
Apr. 9 through Apr. 28. The project would require 
removal of the asphalt, installing a gravel base, con¬ 
structing a concrete gutter down the middle of the 
road, and finally repaving the street. The gutter, of a 
typical V-shape configuration, would have a drop of 
between 1 and 2 inches to the center and would run 
down the middle of the entire repaved portions of 
the street for drainage purposes. 

Woodland Drive would be closed at various sec¬ 
tions in mid-April and allowing limited access 


uuiing other times. The Puolic Works Department 
has schedules available of the project for interested 
residents. 

Among residents’ concerns were getting the job 
done on time and parking. The contractors for the 
project were present for the meeting and explained 
their scheduled, assuring that short of a delay due 
to rain, the schedule would be completed on time. 

"That’s what the last company told us,” yelled 
out one resident.

Jeffrey Percell, in a surprise change of events, 
was granted pro per status (the right to represent 
himself) during the proceedings on Apr. 6 at the 
Pasadena Courthouse. 

Percell is to stand trial for the double homicide 
of his parents, John and Alice Percell. Both were 
found shot to death in their Sierra Madre home on 
Nov. 16,1988. 

An Apr. 18 date has been set for the next pre¬ 
trial conference. At that time, court assigned public 
defender Mike Duffey will turn over all case materials 
to Percell. There will also be a checking of docu¬ 
ments and information with prosecuting attorney El¬ 
ton Simms. 

In the courtroom Friday, Simms pushed for an 
immediate trial date, stating, “lam ready to go to 
trial on that date (Apr. 18). I am ready to subpoena 
witnesses and select a jury.” 

Percell rebutted, “At this time I cannot say when 
1 would be ready.” 

On Feb. 14, the district Court of Appeals 
reversed the ruling of Pasadena’s Probate Court. 
The appeal ruling allowed Percell’s sister, Linda Sue 
Tissell, access to funds from their parents’ estate. 
Presumably these funds were to be used to hire 
private counsel for Percell’s defense. 

At 10:15 a.m. Friday morning, however. Judge 
Charles Lee, after meeting in his private chambers 
with attorneys Simms and Duffey for ten minutes, 
announced to the court that Tissell had made a 
motion to withdraw her petition for access to funds. 

Percell has remained adamant in refusing the 
counsel of Mike Duffey. On Feb. 2, the Superior 
Court denied his request, under a Marston motion, 
to dismiss Duffey due to lack of confidence. Per¬ 
cell had made several attempts to replace Duffey 
with Barry Post, a private attorney. Post was in court 
on Apr. 6. 

Judge Lee urged Percell to consider his deci¬ 
sion to represent himself very carefully, after he 
stated his intention to do so. “The stakes are as 
high as they get,” Lee reminded Percell. “The pro¬ 
secution wants to put you to death. Mr. Duffey is 
an excellent attorney, and you would be substituting 
his qualificiations for yours. Mr. Percell, do you 


wish to represent yourself. ” 

“Yes I do,” responded Percell. 

According to proper legal procedure. Judge Lee 
stated over a dozen reasons why deciding upon 
pro pier status would place the defendent at a 
disadvantage. Attorney Simms also made it known 
that “I will not have any communication with 
Percell, except by letter or in opien court with a court 
reporter present.” 


Judge Lee informed Percell that “you may at 
any time change your mind, but that the court may 
not grant that action if just before trial begins, 
you retain a lawyer.” The judge stressed that if Per- 
cdl were to decide to retain an attorney, he must make 
it known to the court as soon as pxissible. 

The judge further questioned Percell’s under¬ 
standing and whether or not he was under any 
medication that might impede his ability to think 
carefully. Percell responded he was not. 

Asked by the judge about his educational 
background, Percell stated that he had attended 
Pasadena High School and Maranatha, completing 
the eleventh grade. 

Dufey added that he and Percell had discussed 
this (pro per) decision and that, “Yes, there is no 
question in my mind that he’s (Percell) mentally 
compietent.” 

The judge asked if Percell had been under the 
care of a psychiatrist or mental health professional, 
to which Percell responded he had not. At the 
(Xiint, Judge Lee announced that “the court finds 
that (he) is mentally compietent to defend himself. 
Give this matter some more thought. Think about 
this even more than you have. These are uncharted 
waters. Mike Duffey is an outstanding attorney.” 

At the end of the proceeding, Simms was con¬ 
tinuing to push for a trial date. “I will oppose 
any continuances when the trial date is set.” 

“That’s why I don’t want to set a trial date,” 
responded Percell. 

Once outside the courtroom, Duffey responded,

Wistaria Fete Committee 
was formed at a post- 
event critique meeting 
for participants and rep¬ 
resentatives of the Sierra 
Madre Beautification

torical/Preservation So¬ 
ciety which co-sponsored 
the 1990 event. 

The meeting was held, 
appropriately, in the 
Wistaria Room of the 
Sierra Madre Recreation 
Center. 

Volunteers who 
served as bus tour guides, 
docents at Richardson 
House, hostesses at The 
Vine and participants in 
Kersting Court and 
downtown activities 
unanimously agreed that 
the 1990 event was an 
overwhelming success 
and praise was ladled out 
in almost equal propor¬ 
tions to volunteers and 
visitors alike. 

The largest portion of 
praise, however, was re¬ 
served for Lady Luke 
and Mother Nature who 
combined to produce a 
perfect day, weatherwise; 
a superb vine, blossom- 
wise, and no major or 
even disruptive minor 
glitches eventwise. 

Overpowering grati¬ 
tude was voiced for the 
willingness of the two 
owners, Maria and 
Joe Feenney and Nel and 
Bob Solt, to share the 
world’s largest blossoming 
plant, and to Huell How- 
ser of KCET whose 
Videolog program, filmed 
last year, brought the 
majority of the esti¬ 
mated 6000 visitors to 
Sierra Madre to view the 
vine this year.

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On Thursday nights at the Arcadia Library, 
Leia Morning has been bringing back to life 
four favorite literary ladies. Morning, in her 
one-woman shows, designs the stage with 
antique furniture, flowers, cups of tea, or a glass 
of wine, and of course, the writing table. The 
audience feels as if they are the personal 
guest of the authoress. From this setting. 
Morning monologues from the writings of these 
women, taking us on a journey through their 
lives, and the prose they have written of their 
lives. 

Last Thursday night she performed as 
Virginia Woolf in A Space Between Two Silen¬ 
ces. Woolf was one of my literary heroines, 
an idol that formed me. I was taken back 
“To The Lighthouse” and into “The Waves.” 

Such was my commitment to theater and 
literature in my teens that, once when my 
cousin and brother offered me the opportunity 
to go with them to a concert by a newly pop¬ 
ular British Rock Group, The Beatles, I declined. 

My reason? There was going to be a pre¬ 
sensation of Shakespeare’s “Twelfth Night” in the 
park that evening, and I didn’t want to miss it. 

Looking back, 1 say, “O Fool, thy name 
is . . . my own.” For when others of my gen¬ 
eration were taken up by Beatlemania, 1 was 
living in the Melancholia of previous lost gener¬ 
ations. 

And melancholia is the mood and the ill¬ 
ness most present in Morning’s Woolf. She 
tramps in (a la Bette Davis), drops into her writ¬ 


ing chair, lights a cigarette, and writes, “Dear 
Vita ... Women alone stire my imagination ... 
I am the most passionate of women. I have a 
natural love of beauty with the ancestral streak 
of the Puritan.” Woolf the emancipated, the 
subtly sensous woman. 

But she is beginning again to hear “voices.” 
The madness that she fears is coming upon 
her. It is to be the last day of her life, and we 
the audience listen as it passes before her. 

But so unhappy. The early death of her 
mother, the controlling vanity of her father, 
the molestation by her step-brother, war-torn 
England and the constant companionship of 
despair. It is in the writing. Her gift was to 
“find the real thing beneath the appearance 
and write it into words. She desired to give us 
“the moment whole . . . and saturated.” And 
those of us who commited ourselves to literature 
early on (or late) have found that we held 
the pearl of her writing in our hands and have 
seen its images in our mind. 

Morning’s presentation reminds me, though, 
how much it must have cost Woolf within the 
“snatches of her divine lonliness.” Though 
“the strongest pleasure in my life is the rapture 
1 get in writing,” she acknowledged, I wish 
that eventually her brilliant, rapturous mind 
had not weighted her down like the 
rocks Morning slips in her coat pocket as she 
prepares to walk out to the river and drown. 
Perhaps the last voices she heard were the 
mermaids. I do not think they were The Beatles.

The contractor replied that “we are not the 
Griffith Company (the company hired to do the 
previous work). We’ll get it done right and on time.” 

Another resident reminded that there are huge 
boulders in the street, and that the crews might 
encounter improprer backfilling and leaks in the newly 
installed water mains. Many attendees suggested that 
“back-up” contractors be kept on notice in the case 
they hit these problems. 

Parking was addressed by City Administrator 
McRea. Explaining that he was in the process of 
obtaining one of the Wistaria buses for canyon use 
only during the time of construction, he pointed out that 
residents could ride the bus to get around the project. 
They could leave their cars in lots designated by the city or 
have access to overnight on-street parking with special 
permits issued by the city. 

Many residents were still unsure of the project, 
stating the schedule was too ambitious. The con¬ 
tractors replied that it was a standard schedule. 
Zimmerman also noted that “with a project like 
this and an unusual street like this up here in the 
canyon, we very well might run into trouble. We’re 
doing our best to be prepared, but there is no 
absolute guarantee. That’s just not possible to give.” 

Charles Corp, who was in attendance at the 
meeting, suggested installing a phone line at the city 
for which residents could phone in special requests 
during the construction period, and many attendees 
were frustrated because “communication with the 
city gets nowhere. No one listens.” 

In response to many requests, Zimmerman 
agreed to meet with residents the following Sat¬ 
urday to personally walk the street and hear each 
resident’s special request on his or her property. 

Many concerns were voiced about accessibility 
in case of fire or medical emergency. Some solu¬ 
tions were discussed and forwarded to the city 
fire marshal. Bill Kramer. By Tuesday of this week. 
Mayor Pro Tern George Maurer had made several 
trips to the construction site to insure that ambulance 
access could be allowed in an emergency situation 
and a method for warning the crews had been 
worked out.

Two issues were also on the ballot: The 
(consecutive) two-term maximum issue was passed 
overwhelmingly by the voters. Bartoiai, who introduced 
the measure, told The News he was “very pleased 
to see it pass.” 

The second issue on the ballot, the paramedic 
issue, which needed a two-third majority in favor 
to be instigated, did not gain enough votes to pass. 

Of the 7,091 registered voters in Sierra Madre, 
only 1974 cast their ballot in the election, or almost 
28 percent of the electorate.
